Adams county democrats during 


the registration period since the 
primary election reduced by 88 the 
GOP lead in registration, figures an- 
nounced at the court house today 
disclosed. 


Of the 193 net increase in regis- 


tration during the period that end- 
ed last Saturday evening, the demo- 
crats are credited with 138 and the 
republicans with 50. The number 
of non-partisan voters increased by 
five giving a total registration of 
18,322. 


G.O.P. Holds Margin 


The republicans now hold an edge 


of 1,106 voters over the democrats. 
The party totals follow: Democrats, 
8,487; republicans, 9,593; socialists, 
five; royal oak, four, and prohibi- 
tionist, two. 


The biggest gains in the brief 


registration period were made by 
the democrats In several strongly 
democratic districts. In the second 
ward of McSherrystown, the demo- 
crats enrolled 34 additional voters 
and the republicans added five to 
their rolls. In Reading township 
democrats added 25 and the repub- 
licans four while in Conewago town- 
ship the democrats listed 16 addi- 
tional voters and the republicans 
but one. The biggest GOP increases 
were in the second and third wards 
of Gettysburg where nine new re- 
publicans were listed in each dis-

NAMES GROUPS 


Increasing severity of the current 


djought has made it far more 
serious to Adams county agriculture 
than even the drought of the sum- 
mer of 1930. in the opinion of M. 
T. Hartman, county farm agent. 


While scores of wells and springs 


in all sections of the county have 
gone dry forcing many countians 
to haul water in barrels for house 
and farm uses, the most serious ef- 
fects are to this year's crops and 
to the prospects for 1942 yields in 
field and orchard, Mr. Hartman 
said. 


"There is definite indication of 


a heavy loss of apple trees in Adams 
county this fell and winter because 
the trees literally are drying up 
and dying. Apples are scalding on 
the trees and the handling of picked 
fruit is a real problem in this hot 
weather," Mr. Hartman asserted. 


Loss Of Trees 


He declared that the expected loss 


of apple trees will exceed by far the 
damage to county orchards by the 
severe drought of 1930 when many 
apple trees died. Trees that have 
suffered locust injury in the last few 
years are unable to stand the sever- 
ity of this prolonged dry spell, Mr. 
Hartman explained. 


Peach and cherry trees are not 


showing as serious effects of the 
dry weather chiefly because they 
are not now under the strain of 
producing a crop as are the apple 
trees. 
Fruitmen undoubtedly are 


suffering heavy losses from this ex- 
treme weather, he added. So far the 
drop of fruit from the trees has 
not been as great as might have 
been expected, he reported, but 
added that the withered stems 
would snap easily under winds if 
storms should visit this section be- 
fore the picking season has ended. 


Not only the orchards but county 


fields are feeling the severity of 
the drought, the county agent said. 
Com, excepting latest plantings, 
is remarkably good 
considering 


weather conditions.

HEAVY LOSSES 


Increasing severity of the current 
drought has made 
it, 
far 
more 
serious to Adams county agriculture 
than even the drought of the sum­ 
mer of 1930 in the opinion of M 
T Hartman, county farm agent. 
While scores of wells and springs 
in all sections of the county have 
cone dry forcing many countian* 
to haul water In barrels for house 
and farm uses. the most serious ef­ 
fects ore to this year's crops and 
to the prospects for 1942 yields In 
field and orchard, 
Mr 
Hartman 
said. 
"There ta definite indication of 
a heavy loss of apple trees in Adams 
county this fell and winter because 
the trees literally are drying up 
and dying 
Apples are scalding cm 
the trees and the handling of picked 
fruit Is a real problem in this hot 
weather." Mr Hartman asserted. 
Lorn Of Trees 
He declared that the expected loss 
of apple trees will exceed by far the 
damage to county orchards by the 
severe drought of 1930 when many 
apple trees died. Trees that have 
suffered locust injury in the last few 
years are unable to stand the sever­ 
ity of this prolonged dry spell. Mr 
Hartman explained. 
Peach and cherry trees are not 
showing as serious effects of the 
dry weather chiefly because they 
are not now under the strain of 
producing a crop as are the apple 
trees. 
Fruitmen undoubtedly are 
suffering heavy losses from this ex­ 
treme weather, he added. So far the 
drop of fruit from the trees has 
not been as great as might have 
been expected,

BIG LEASE BILL 


ISJPPROVED 


Washington, Oct.' 8 (AP)—The 


House Appropriations committee ap- 
proved a $5,985,000,000 lend-lease 
appropriation today -with the state- 
ment that production of munitions 
has not yet reached the point where 
defeat of Axis powers was assured. 


The committee reported to Con- 


gress that almost all of the huge 
new fund could be obligated by next 
March 1 and that delivery of ma- 
terial could be completed not later 
than June 30, 1943. 


And then, with publication of 


voluminous hearings on the appro- 
priation, the members presented the 
first, overall picture of the lend- 
lease program which began with a 
$7,000,000.000 
appropriation 
last 


spring. 


They asserted that production 


necessarily was slow at first; that 
there had been no abuses in putting 
the dollars to work; that the new 
fund was imperatively necessary. 


"Munitions superiority must be 


achieved to insure the defeat of the 
Axis," the committee report said. 
"Production in the countries opposed 
to the Axis has not reached the 
point at this time to achieve this. 


"The battle of production must 


intensify and increase until the tor- 
rent of war supplies pouring from 
this country and the aided nations 
completely overwhelms the produc- 
tive efforts of the Axis. 


"Our first line of defense lies in 


the lend-lease operations."

They asserted

fund was imperatively necessary. 
"Munitions superiority must be 
achieved to insure the defeat of the 
Axis,” the committee report said. 
"Production in the countries opposed 
to the Axis has not reached tile 
point at this time to achieve this 
“Tile battle of production must 
intensify and increase until the tor­ 
rent of war supplies pouring from 
this country and the aided nations 
completely overwhelms the produc­ 
tive efforts of the Axis.
